The field deputies chiefly patrol! 
the unincorporated areas of the 
county. Towns and incorporated 
areas are policed by their own law 
enforcement officers, although 
deputy sheriffs have authority 
within their limits. 

Previous Order Cited. 

Three fdérmer deputies of Mos- 
ley have told the Post-Dispatch 
that previously Mosley had is- 
sued orders to deputies “to stay 
out of taverns, as it might “prove 
embarrassing.” 

Sheriff Mosley, the former of- 
ficers declared, assumed personal 
responsibility on law enforcement 
instructed his deputies 
thev did see anything 
like slots or gambling to 
report it to the sheriff in 
Clavton, where the matter would 
be handled.”

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Let’s Test the Blockade 


Secretary Marshall's note to Moscow on the 
Berlin blockade should reassure any American 
who may have been wondering whether our 
right to be in the former German capital city is 
soundly based. 

Here is the substance of our case: 

The rights of the United States, Britain 
and France derive from exactly the same 
source as the right of the Soviet Union, 
namely, the unconditional surrender of Nazi 
Germany. Our right is no greater than the 
Russian right but it is equally as great. 

Following international agreements, of 
whigh free access to Berlin is an implicit 
part, the United States withdrew its troops 
from areas assigned to Russia in the four- 
power occupation. (We withdrew from Leip- 
zig in the Russian zone, just as the French 
withdrew from Stuttgart in our zone.) 

The international character of Berlin has 
been a matter of Allied practice for three 
years. This practice has been accepted and 
joined in by the Russians themselves until 
recently. 


Had there been any doubt about the ob- 
servance of this by the Russians, “the United 


States would not have withdrawn its troops 
from a large area now occupied by the So- 


viet Union.” 

Since the Russians are little impressed by 
diplomatic efforts, the chances are that they will 
take scant notice of this note, however cogently 
reasoned it may be. This leads us to repeat our 
recommendation that the United States proceed 
to exercise its rights to the extent of resuming 
the dispatch of trains and truck hauling. The 
Russians are not shooting down our planes; there 
is no more reason to believe that they would 
raid our trains and seize our personnel, 

The longer the blockade continues the worse 
it is for American prestige, to say nothing of 
the health and welfare of the blockaded peoples 
in the western sectors of Berlin. 


Let's put a train through and see if the Rus- 
sians are so foolhardy as to injure Americans, 


Three of our personnel have already been 
killed on one of the flights to ferry food to Ber- 


lin by air. Every flight is such a risk. A test 


train will be no more dangerous. 

If Russia wants to discuss withdrawal of all 
occupying powers from Germany, well and good. 
But first should come the lifting of the blockade.

Both will be neces- 
sary if the sick of the community are to have 
adequate care. 
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Censorship in New York 

The Nation is a respected journal of progres- 
sive opinion which, since its foundation in 1865, 
has fought many a good fight for the common 
welfare. That much will be granted at once 
even by those who frequently see things through 
different glasses. 

Yet, beginning July 1, this periodical was 
banned from the public schools of New York 
City. This high-handed censorship was imposed 
last month by New York’s Board of Superinten- 
dents with the unanimous approval of the Board 
of Education. It is now bringing protests from 
every part of the United States. 

The basis for the action was the publication 
by The Nation of a series of articles critical of 
the Roman Catholic Church by Paul Blanshard, 
a former New York official. Whether or not 
Mr. Blanshard drew correct conclusions is not 
the point at issue. The real question is whether 
a responsible journal may publish opinions only 
under the pain of suppression. Must school li- 
braries contain only books and papers which 
displease nobody? 

The New York Star reports that the city’s 
Catholics did not initiate this censorship, that 
their authorities stated categorically they heard 
for the first time about the ban after it had 
been imposed. 

Since organs of opinion, notably America and 
The Commonweal, are published under Roman 
Catholic auspices, and since they certainly would 
not want to see similar action taken against 
themselves, it is to be hoped that they will ac- 
tively join in insisting on a reversal of the order. 

Dr. William Jansen, New York Superintendent 
of Schools who is, by the way, a Protestant, 
strenuously defends the ban. He threatens to 
extend it to any publication which “is offensive 
to any group.” What such a policy of thought 
control would do to democracy, dependent as 
that is on a lively clash of opinion, is obvious. 

While Maxmiliam Moss, acting chairman of 
the New York Board of Education, did not vote 
against the ban, he had the good sense to sav: 

If we tamper with hard-fought American 
rights in the name of good citizenship, we 
make a sham of the Constitution.

will not limit the.freedom of re- 
ligious worship.” 

While the Soviet Government 
allows Russians to practice any 


faith of their choosing, the review | 


observed that it also gives Rus- 
sians the right to engage in anti- 
religious propaganda. 

“The All-Union Communist party 
of Bolsheviks—the creator and 
leader of the Socialist state—never 
hid and does not hide its negative 
attitude toward religion,” said the 
review. 

It quoted paragraph 13 of the 
Communist party statutes which 
says the party does not content 
itself with the separation of the 
church from the state and the 
school, but is “guided by the con- 
viction that only the realization 
of planned development and con- 
sciousness in all social and eco- 
nomic activities of the Masses can 
lend to the complete dying out of 
religious prejudices.” 

“This paragraph also commits 
the party to a policy of “aiding 
the real emancipation of the work- 
ing from religious preju- 
dices, and organizing the widest 
scientific,, educational and anti- 
religious propaganda.” 

Speeding Up Process. 

In accordance with this line, the 
review reported that the Com- 
munist party, the Young Com- 
munist League, scientific and edu- 
cational organizations, and “the 
entire Soviet public opinion is 
conducting painstaking, persistent 
work to aid the speeding up of 
outmoding religious superstitions.” 

This was declared to be the pol- 
icy during the recent war when, 
said the review, the church “not 
only renounced the struggle against 
the Soviet Government, but fol- 
lowed a path supporting 
aiding it in its struggle against the 
enemy.” The Orthodox Church, it 
was recalled, collected 300,000,000 
rubles for the defense fund, and 
many priests, including the 
triarch, were decorated by 
Soviet Government.

Money is scarce in western’ 
Germany and prices are high.

NYONE who thinks of Mar- 
shal Tito’s Yugoslavia as a 
country in the sense that 

Denmark or Holland, for ex- 

ample, is a country will find this 

fresh account of the Balkan 
states most informing. 

To speak of Yugoslavia as a 
whole, says tthe author, is to 
“belie the facts.’”’ It presents, 
as he phrases it, “the most baf- 
fling mixture of race, language, 
custom and belief imaginable.’’ 
For here are Serbs and Croats, 
Macedonians and Magyars, Slo- 
venes and Albanians, Moslems 
and Romanians, Germans and 
Jews. 

The Serbs, who number about 
$000,000 and are the most 
numerous group, foster the no- 
tion of Yugoslavia as a sort of 
Greater Serbia. Thus, they fa- 
vor a strong central state 
through which Serbian fortunes 
might develop. Opposed to this, 
some 3,500,000 Croats advocate 
regionalism. The Slovenes (1,- 
500,000) string along with the 
Croats without any more real 
attachment for them than for 
the Serbs, 

Cut up ethnically and nation- 
ally (if these divisions can be 
called nationalities), Yugoslavia 
is further rent by church cleay- 
ages. Almost half the popula- 
tion is affiliated with the Greek 
Orthodox Church and about one- 
third is Roman Catholic. The 
hext most numerous group is 
Moslem, with only a sprinkling 
of Protestants, mainly Lutherans 
and Calvinists. 

Such a population lives in an 
area of many climates, four- 
fifths of which is mountaimous 
at worst and hilly at best. The 
valley soils have been over- 
worked. Industrial enterprise 
has been lacking, although in 
recent years strides have been 
made to develop resources. 

The author, who is chairman 
of the department of political 
science at Hofstra College, Long 
Island, reminds the reader that 
Yugoslavia has the historical dis- 
tinction of furnishing the scene 
of the incident that started 
World War I, the first ultima- 
tum, and “the first wild rumors 
of a new war imminent, during 
the world’s uneasy armistice aft- 
er World War II.”’

NDRE GIDE’S short novel 
“The Immoralist’ was 
known to the French public 
as far back as 1915; there are 
references to it in the second 
volume of the author’s “Jour- 
nals.” A new edition of the 
English translation by Dorothy 
Bussy is now being offered to 
the American public under the 
imprint of Alfred A. Knopf. 
This republication has been 
prompted, no doubt, by the au- 
thor’s having been awarded the 
Nobel Prize for 1947 but the 
publishers must also believe that 
it has importance and interest 
aside from Mr. Gide’s growing 
eminence.

ELECTION OF A MISSOURI 
N and continuation of 
the membership drive in the state 
are planned for this summer, Con- 
way said yesterday. Requirements 
for membership are that the can- 
didates have shown in a major ex- 
hibition, such as the annual Mis- 
souri show, have a_ recognized 
dealer or have had a one-man 
show at a recognized gallery. 

Two significant pamphlets for 
Equity members accompanied 
Walker’s announcement. Joshua 
Binion Cahn, attorney for Equity, 
is author of a lucid explanation 
called “Artistic Copyright.” The 
booklet tells three simple ways an 
artist legally may reserve repro- 
duction rights. It also urges art- 
ists to work through Equity and 
Congress for a change in legisla- 
tion affecting print-makers, who 
now are required for protection to 
send two of the best impressions 
of each work to the Copvright 
Office. Cahn suggests a modifica- 
tion to provide that a photograph 
or other identifying reproduction 
suffice. 

The other publication is a report 
on Equity’s two-day conference at 
Woodstock, N. Y. last August 
Among speakers were Kuniyoshi 
Walker, Howard Devree of the 
New York Times and Juliana R 
Force, director of the Whitney 
Museum.

THE, WOODSTOCK CONFER- 
ENCE aired grievances of artists 
against critics, museums and the 
public. It also pointed the way to- 
ward standardizing relationships 
with dealers, publications, muse- 
ums and collectors. Best of all, 
the meeting developed consider- 
able momentum for a valuable 
movement: The spreading of the 
concept of art as an essential ac- 
tivity of society, to be supported 
by taxpayers with the same sense 
of civic obligation now accorded 
schools and libraries. Art, as one 
wepeaker put it, too long has been 
regarded in America “as an after- 
dinner cocktail.” 

Artists, Walker insisted, must be 
recognized “as essential working 
members of our society rathe: 
than as problem children.” Mitch 
ell Siporin, artist who summed up 
the meeting, denounced “the con- 
sistent Hollywood iravesty of the 
artist as a cross between a psy 
ehopath and a Bluebeard” and 
tallied for a big public relations 
job.

, UKUI, JAPAN, was almost com- 
F pletely destroyed for the sec- 
ond time in three years when 
an earthquake laid waste the west- 
ern coast of Honshu Island, 
crumpled most of the city’s 37,000 
buildings.

Mrs. William Searcy, member of a domestic science 
class maintained by the Board of Education at Carr Square 
Village, a public housing project, uses whitefish to make 
jellied fish mold. This fish is plentiful now. 

Cleaned, scaled fish is cut in pieces, fins and tail 
trimmed off. Pieces, with the head, are placed in a sauce- 
pan with a lemon slice, bay leaf and peppercorns, covered 
with water and allowed to simmer until meat comes easily 
from the bones when touched with a fork. Broth is strained 
and reserved for later use. Skin, bones and head are 
discarded, meat from fish is flaked and set aside. 

Eggs are beaten, seasonings, vinegar and water are 
added. The mixture is cooked over hot water and stirred 
constantly until thickened. Fish broth is poured in and 
all is heated thoroughly. Gelatin, softened in cold water, 
is added; hot mixture, removed from heat, is stirred until 
gelatin is dissolved. The flaked fish then is stirred in, 
the mixture is turned into a ring mold and chilled until firm.

HE Ozark town of Bolivar, Missouri, pop- 
ulation 3000, had the biggest day in its 
113-year history last Monday. It was 

host to 15,000 visitors, including Presidents 
Harry S. Truman and Romulo Gallegos of 
Venezuela, Governor Phil M. Donnelly of 
Missouri, and six ambassadors. Bunting 
and flags of South American nations 
decorated the streets. There were several 
bands, an hour-long parade with floats, 
fighter planes overhead, a “Queen of the 
Americas,” speeches, and a roast turkey 
picnic for the guests of honor. 

Occasion was the dedication, on 
Venezuela's independence day, of a 
$100,000 statue of Simon Bolivar, South 
American liberator and the man the town’s 
named for. The bronze statue was a gift 
from the Government of Venezuela; Presi- 
dent Gallegos came to the United States 
solely for the presentation. He and Presi- 
dent Truman were presented with engraved 
gold-plated keys to Bolivar. 

The Missouri town was chosen for the 
honor because it is the largest of eight 
places in the United States named for the 
liberator. Bolivar’s citizens spent weeks 
preparing for the event. They raised $6500 
for the town’s share of the costs, the State 
of Missouri donated $15,000.
